VHF EASTERN FLORIDA 


By Bertha Farr Eggert

On August 17, at 0125 gmt, the Dade 2 meter Emergency 
Net originated three messages to Pensacola Florida, to be 
handled on two meters, The originating station was WA4GBM; 
he passed the messages to the Broward 2 meter emergency 
net and K4SJP relayed it to me. I sent it up to Ft. Pierce to 
WA4WAJ, who relayed it to Lake Placid to W4CKB, who 
passed it on to Largo, to WN4EVF, and he relayed it to 
WA4AXB, in Lutz, just north of Tampa. The message stopped 
there, because Gene couldn’t find anyone to relay it to. 

We are going to try this again, very soon. I talked to a sta- 
tion in Gainesville, K4MBT, and Kris, WA4GDC, in Sebring 
says he can get it on up there also. So let’s all pitch in 
and see if we can get a message relayed from Miami all the 
way to Pensacola. 

Warren, W4LJQ, my assitant VHF-PAM in the Daytona/ 
Deland area, writes as follows: ‘‘We have regular emergency 
net roll call every Sunday at 2000 hours local time. The 
Volusia Emergency Net frequency is 146.7 mc and the net is 
directed by the Daytona Beach Amateur Radio Association 
club, K4BV, station atop the new Red Cross building. At pres- 
ent about 15 members check in on net frequency every Sunday. 
The purpose of the local net is toprovide emergency commun- 
icantions between the public schools used for emergency hur- 
ricane selters and the Red Cross building during the blow. 
About ten of the members are VHF mobile and park at the 
schools to handle traffic. The two outlying schools (Flagler 
and New Smyrna) will have permanent ten-element yagis 
mounted in the next couple of weeks. The school superin- 
tendant has given us much cooperation, 

The Red Cross Director has provided the entire second 
floor for the club station and it operates on its own power 
(117 V ac generator.) To keep the interest alive in VHF, we 
have a transmitter hunt every other Sunday night at 1830 
hours.’’ 

Tom, W4FP, assistant VHF-PAM for the Polk county area, 
writes, ‘‘A total of 1295 messages were handled in Polk 
County area during SET, about half of them on six meters, 
between fixed stations, protables and mobiles, all firing signal 
into W4BOW, The Lakeland Amateur Radio Society Station 
at the Red Cross Headquarters Building in Lakeland. From 
that point W4BOW passed them into Tampa, Key City on six 
meters. Some of our two meter stations were active and I did 
manage to get on two and six to pick up some of the overload 
going in W4BOW,”’ 

Bill, WA4EVQ, assistant VHF-PAM, from Homestead area, 
writes, ‘“‘Everglades Radio Net meets every Monday night, 
with 25 stations on the roll call. New stations are Jim, 
WA4TBM, Frank, WA4MBA, Pete, WA4EFH, and Allen WA4- 
APM. Ted, W4MGQ is getting back on two meters, and Don, 
WA4WJW, is back after a honeymoon, This net has had ‘a 
baby’ an unofficial traffic NET for discussion purposes about 
doings of the Club and it is on 2 meters, 

This years annual co-Everglades Club and South Miami RC 
sponsored picnic has grown to include Key West ARC, Coral 
Shores ARC and a few other clubs. Similar games and eats 
were the same as last year plus a few other surprises.’’ 

Last but not least, Al and Zelma WA4FZY and WA4MKE, 
assistant VHF-PAMS from the Miami area, write, ‘‘Open- 
ings were heard on 6 meters October 10 and 11 and October 
27 and 28, Indiana, North Carolina, Virginia, and West Vir- 
ginia, Texas and Louisiana were contacted, 

Two meters is having more activity. Have confirmed Se- 
bring; Merrit Island, K4SJH. 

Dade Emergency Net is off the ground; hope to have ample 
check-ins soon to set up a regular roll. I have been named as 
DEN net manager and Assistant EC for VHF, 6 meters,’’

St. Johns County Holds 
Successful Set Operation

On October 9, St. Augustine and its surrounding woods and 
waterways were a beehive of emergency activity. All avail- 
able amateurs of the county went all out to make the annual 
AREC test a meaningful exercise for all those who took part. 
There were five base stations and three mobile units in oper- 
ation during the two and a half hours, with both ten and two 
meters being used. Cooperating with the amateurs were some 
thirty Civil Air Patrol Cadets and Boy Scouts and their leaders 
who performed well in their assigned missions of search and 
rescue. 

There were three main parts in the operation which at many 
times overlapped. SET one: Two boys, fishermen, were re- 
ported overdue in their boat and presumed lost on Conch Is- 
land. A boat was dispatched from the City Yacht Pier to make 
the rescue. Here, a real emergency nearly occurred, when 
the rescue boat went aground on a sandbar and sheered a pin, 
A second boat was located and held in readiness if needed. 
(not in the plans) 

SET two: An unidentified flying object was reported to have 
landed on the outer perimeter of the campus of the Florida 
School for the Blind. A student operator on duty there re- 
quested assistance, and a radio car full of Boy Scouts was 
dispatched to the scene where astrange looking little man from 
Mars was discovered standing near his space ship. (See photo 
elsewhere) He proved to be friendly and was taken down town 
to meet the director of Civil Defense. 

SET three; A station in the southern part of the county re- 
ported a plane on fire heading towardcrashin the St. Johns Riv- 
er area, A CAP ambulance with ‘‘nursesand doctors’’ led by a 
mobile unit raced to the site of the plane crash where the 
pilot and co-pilot were found in reasonably good condition and 
brought to the hospital. As copywasrather poor from the mo- 
bile unit at that distance, news of the rescue was relayed 
through a fixed station on the St. Johns River. 

Activities were terminated with a short social, cokes and 
cookies for all. 

What lessons were learned? We learned that we were in 
pretty good shape to handle communications to almost any 
part of the county either with fixed or mobile stations, Our 
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FCC Commercial Radio 
License Course 


In answer to many requests for training to pass the examin- 
ation for FCC Commercial Radiotelephone Operator License, 
a new course has been initiated to be taught at several lo- 
cations in Dade County. Special emphasis will be placed on 
question and answer drilling, supplimented by explanations of 
the principles involved in each phase of electronics theory 
and practice. 

This advanced course will require that the student have 
some background of electronic theory and work experience. 

The FCC Commercial Radiotelephone Operator License is 
the only official recognition of proficiency in the electronics 
field that is available at the present time. The scope of radio 
communications includes all aspects of electronics whether 
it be used in medicine, industry, amusement or research, 
Although an FCC license does not guarantee the capability of 
the licensee, it does indicate that he has attained a certain 
basic understanding of the subject. An increasing number of 
companies involved with electronics are requiring their tech- 
nical employees to have as 

In order to pass tests given by local, state and federal 
examining boards, a concerted effort must be made by the 
person taking the test to ‘bone up’ onall aspects of the subject. 
He may be an expert in his field, but fixing a piece of equip- 
ment is not the same as answering the questions on an exam- 
ination. It is desirable to ‘spell out’ to the student the method 
of analyzing and interpreting the particular questions asked, 
and help him to become familiar with some of the pitfalls— 
for instance, negative type questions. 

It is the purpose of the new course to correlate the student’s 
knowledge of theory and practice with the multiple-choice type 
questions asked on a typical FCC Commercial Radiotelephone 
Operator License examination. 

Amateurs interested in studying for the Amateur ExtraClass 
License would do well to enroll in this course. The scope 
of the material covered is approximately the same as that 
required for the extra class examination, Although the course 
is set up for 180 classroom hours, the individual can take the 
examination at any time he feels qualified. 

The text used for study is ‘‘Electronic Communications’’ 
by Shrader. The large number of questions included at the 
end of each chapter includes one group for commercial license 
and one group for amateur license. Anew class will start Jan- 
uary 3, 1966, at Southwest MiamiHigh School. Registration for 
the course starts December 1, 1965. Call the school at 274- 
0185 after 2 PM for further information, or Al Wilcox, W4ELR 
at MO 1-2804 after 5 PM.

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Homey Homebrew

PART I OF A SERIES 


This is the first of a series of articles to run over the next 
several issues of SKIP which will outline an approach to home- 
brewing equipment. Of course, there are zillions of ways to 
approach the subject, but I’ll write this series to point out one 
method of approach, so that the techniques involved may become 
more familiar to the average amateur. This article will deal 
with the technique itself, and subsequent articles will apply the 
theory to the design and construction of a modern communi- 
cations receiver. 

When amateurs think of homebrewing equipment, they tend 
to think that this. phase of the hobby is reserved strictly for 
engineers, technicians, geniuses, and Mazeboo the Magnificent. 
A closer examination of the subject reveals that this does not 
necessarily have to be the case. Certainly if you intend to sit 
down with a blank piece of paper and a few hundred dollar bills 
for parts and come up with an ultra-modern piece of gear, it 
might be helpful to be in one of the above categories. But the 
key to the entire approach to be discussed is the lazy man’s 
philosophy; LET THE OTHER GUY DO THE HARD WORK! 

During the past fifty years or so of ham radio, many engin- 
eers and Mazeboos have spent long hours in the development 
of circuits, construction principles, and other concepts related 
to the art of homebrew. But the fact is that they have already 
done the hard part—all we have to do is find out what they 
came up with and cash in! 

What I will now present is a method by which the average 
guy can utilize the storehouse of experience built up over the 
years by other people, and come up with a pretty fair piece of 
gear with just the performance he wants. 

(1) The first step is one of evaluation. Evaluate your 
budget, your talents, your spare time, and your desires, 
Perhaps homebrew is not practical for you for one reason 
or another. But then again you might be upset by the out- 
rageous prices on some of the commercial gear, or by the 
obsolete design of some of the ‘‘new’’ equipment, and con- 
clude that homebrew is the solution to your problem, In that 
case, proceed to Step 2. 

(2) The next step is probably the most important in the en- 
tire procedure. Research as thoroughly as possible all topics 
related to the design and construction of your particular piece 
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of gear. The best place to start is the ARRL Handbook, 
where you can pick up the basic theory and standard circuit 
designs. Next comb the cumulative index for QST, CQ, and 
other ham magazines for articles you might be interested in, 
Read as many articles as you can, gathering new and different 
ideas and approaches as you go along. Note similarities and 
differences in the design of various homebrew rigs and try to 
find out from the article WHY this or that design was used. 
It is best to concentrate on more recent articles, but many 
ideas in older issues have been lost or forgotten which might 
be helpful to you. Make a list or set aside all of the articles 
which proved fruitful, and save them for future reference, 

To complete this step, gather ideas and information by any 
other (legal) method you can. Other builders and commer- 
cial advertisements and manuals are excellent examples of 
such other sources. 

(3) The third step is to review and compile the ideas and 
suggestions obtained in your research, noting the advantages, 
disadvantages, warnings (for critcal circuits), and compata- 
bility of the various designs. Think over some of the different 
ideas and approaches and try to see how they are applied. 

(4) The fourth step is to evaluate your present potential 
resources, A good rule of thumbis to do the best you can with 
a large junk box? How are you fixed for change? Do you have 
touchy circuits? Do you have friends who might help you out 
on some of these problems? 

Unless you want to start from scratch in building your gear, 
SCOUT AROUND FOR USED COMMERCIAL GEAR WITH PARTS 
AND/OR CIRCUITS WHICH MIGHT BE USEFUL TO YOU, 
This is a direct application of the lazy man’s ‘‘Golden Rule.’’ 
In steps 2 and 3 you were letting the other guy do the thinking 
for you, and this step you can go further—let him do part 
of the CONSTRUCTION for you! Try to find equipment that 
is low in cost, obtainable, and that possesses as many of the 
things you want in your finished product. Don’t worry if 
it is dirty or a little banged up or even butchered, just make 
sure that the parts or circuits YOU want can be brought into 
proper working order. For example, an old, rusty, inoper- 
ative HRO-5 receiver was chosen as the ‘‘shell’’ for my 
particular design because it already had a crystal filter, 
s-meter, a cabinet and chassis which were just right when 
cleaned up, and of course the INHERENT mechanical stab- 
ility of the steel chassis and plub-in coil front-end, and oh 
yes, that fabulous dial mechanism that made the receiver 
famous. I was very lucky in this find, in that I picked up the 
receiver, all coils, and power supply for a grand total cost 


of five bucks, simply because the thing appeared obselote 
and useless, HA! 


Similar thinking might prove fruitful if you 
Continued on Next Page 
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find a piece of gear with a few of the qualities you want 
already built in it, saving you the time, money, and energy of 
doing it yourself from scratch, Not to mention, of course, that 
you can take advantage of some commercial techniques (such 
as the HRO plug-in coil system and dial mechanism) which 
cannot be duplicated at home without elaborate equipment 
and experience, 

(5) The fifth step is one of compromise. Hop off of that 
cloud you got on after reading all those articles and com- 
promise your idea of the ‘‘perfect’’ combination of circuits with 
your resourses, A little give-and-take between optimum per- 
formance and practicality is essential to this approach to 
homebrew, Remember: DO THE BEST YOU CAN WITH 
WHAT YOU’VE GOT. For example, the optimum stability 
of a crystal-controlled front end was abandoned in my de- 
sign in favor of a less, but sufficiently, stable design which 
enabled me to take advantage of the HRO plug-in front end, 
where the hard work was already done and just waiting to 
be used. (I didn’t have to tinker at ALL with RF tank cir- 
cuits, thus saving about 60 per cent of the headaches of getting a 
receiver to work.) I wish to thank Mr. National for doing that 
part for me, 

(6) Next, get out your trusty pencil and jot down the ideas 
and circuits you have decided to use, compiling them into 
a block diagram. Then refer back to those articles con- 
taining circuits and information you intend to use, and isolate 
the various circuits you want to use. Here a little ingenuity 
or ‘‘fudging’’ is required. Following the procedure of com- 
paring circuits in step 2 will be helpful here. Since about 
95% of the umpteen million circuits are only minor variations 
of basic designs, comparison with standard Handbook cir- 
cuits and other circuits of similar design should enable you 
to pick out all parts exclusive to your circuit. Reverting back 
to some of those ‘‘theory’’ articles in QST might also help 
in tough cases. One comment on choice of circuits; unless 
a certain design has a significant advantage for your appli- 
cation, try to keep your design as simple, straightforward, 
and based as much on ‘‘standard’’ circuitry as possible. 
Using tried and true circuits and techniques can eliminate 
many a ‘‘bug’’ before it happens, 

Now it is funtime: draw up a complete schematic diagram 
of your design, combining all the little pieces into one circuit, 
Here careful though and reference to methods used in the 
articles and handbooks to combine circuits are essential to 
avoid trouble. An ounce of prevention with the pencil can 
save a pound of cure with the soldering iron; do this part 
carefully and take your time. 

Finally, have someone who knows a little theory check your 
design and modify it as necessary. Then draw up a parts list 
and start collecting parts,

A, SCM’s CORNER €E/F 
o Why All This Reporting ? 


By Albert L. Hamel K4SJH, SCM E, FLA, 


I have purposely left OPS and ORS reporting for the last 
and much of what has been said before applies to the reporting 
of these two categories, 

Section-wise your reports are not only most welcome but they 
are also one requirement of your appointment. The amount of 
traffic that you report, while a strong point, is just a bit less 
important than actually sending in a report each month even if 
it is negative. I cannot list negative reports received when 
making out my Section tabulation but I CAN and DO use this 
means of checking off on your record card that you have re- 
ported and that you are still interested in your appointment. 
I take it for granted that you have, for some reason or other, 
slumped a bit but that you INTEND to resume normal ac- 
tivity in the near future. 

Of course, an extended period of negative or much too low 
traffic activity would mean that you are not holding up your 
end of the bargain. Even this does not necessarily mean that 
you are a candidate for cancellation. Our policy of extenuating 
circumstances is very broad and all that is required is a short 
note of explanation. This will be so noted on your record card 
for future reference, 

To go a little further on this subject of traffic reporting a 
traffic man does NOT have to be a member of ARRL for his 
traffic to be reported. I SAY AGAIN—you do NOT have to 
be an ARRL member to report your traffic to the SCM or to 
have your report included in the Section report to ARRL. I 
hope that this will bring in a few more reports.

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Why Flea Power On VHF 


Sometinies I wonder why other amateur operators have not 
discovered the ‘‘bliss’’ of using extremely low power on VHF. 
After all, look at all of the wonderful characteristics of this 
type of operation!!! 

Just the other day another ham friend reported about his 
terrific operations mobiling in upstate Florida. Just imagine 
most of the hams there use flea-power — I never knew that, 
in fact I was not aware of the existance of VHF in that area 
as they couldn’t be heard. 

His report reinforced my ownobservations onthis band, Just 
think, no TVI, in fact your transmission won’t travel across 
the street. It seems that vertical polarization even enhances: 
this signal and works very well on DX. Of course you may not 
be able to work your own home town, but just think of all that 
summer DX. You won’t have to worry about not reaching 
net control now; you can send it direct on DX. Ah, bliss! 

It isn’t very expensive this way either; you can modify -- 
oops, have a commercial operator modify, a one watt walkie 
talkie and do as well as a communicator 5,000. Oh boy, $$$ 
bliss. If you want to come up a little, one can buy an imported 
very low power unit. This amounts to the same thing as its 
efficiency is nil. Besides, think of all the fun you will have 
keeping it on the air, in one place. Of course there are some 
difficulties encountered and extra expenses, such as a fire 
extinguisher, 

Just think of the built in advantage of low modulation that 
comes with these sets; you have built in CW for distance and 
modulation for local stations (your XYL in the next room), and 
all this without extra charge. 

Regarding QRN and QRM you will find complete satisfaction. 
Remember all of those days that you spent turning from red, to 
white to purple as first one station’s hetrodyne, then another’s 
slowly drove you out of your mind? Well don’t worry about 
that anymore and forget the alternate of SSB equipment (that’s 
too advanced for VHF’ers—but that’s another story) flea 
power is the answer. You will not be able to hear that many 
stations now and the QRN of atmospherics will sound good 
to you as it will be the only way you can tell that your receiver 
is working. 

Well, this is certain bliss and I hope some other operators 
in my building read this article andcome one with flea power, as 
I am getting lonesome,

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More On Oscar 1V

I see by the Oscar News Letter that Oscar IV will be launch- 
ed from Cape Kennedy during the first week of December. It 
is interesting to note that the expected life span of the operating 
systems is about one year, being entirely solar powered, 

If all goes well this will be a vast improvement over other 
Oscar vehicles...It will be boosted into a semisynchronous 
orbit of about 18,200 nautical miles, 

All fine and interesting. But, Oscar III contained a linear 
translator that worked within the 144 Mc band, i.e. received 
your signals at 144.1 and retransmitted at 145.9. This made 
it possible with 2 meter gear to getinto the act, now that many 
of us are set up to utilize the2 meter band to better advantage, 
they sort of caught us flat footed last time, they have now 
changed the out-put to another band, at this time it will be 
either 432 mc or th 28 mc band. 

This means that those of us that have spent time per- 
fecting our two meter receiving gear and antennas are about 
to be out of business, and there is not time now to get into 
the act on 432, I can understand the problems that they were 
faced with, but considering the fantastic results that they had 
on 144, why change on such short notice?? 

True we will have a year to get geared up, provided the bird 
lasts that long, but in making the change they should have also 
considered the many, many technicians that were slighted last 
time, and at least moved the input frequency into the technician 
portion of the band, they they could have been included in the 
party. 

I firmly believe that there are many more tecnicians in the 
432 bands than there are general types. So in making the 
change they have further narrowed the participating numbers. 

I personally think that in the planning of any further OSCAR 
activities that all the potential be utilized and that the more 
interested hams they can garner the greater possibility of 
success, 

Let’s redesign the input frequency to work at 145.1 MC and 
include all of the possible enthusiasts, . .I will say that in chang-
